Claims 1-18, and 23-49 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicant's argument is persuasive in regarding to the non- 
obviousness to combine the Java White Paper with the prior art 
remote application control. The X Over The Web reference 
recognized the existence of Java; hence inherently knew of the 
capability of Java applet downloading to a browser. Yet, the 
reference did not provide any suggestion to use downloadable 
control module for remote application control so as to avoid 
pre-installing the control module on the requesting computer.
